It lias and discloayed to the 
press compromising photograph3iiof a wel one of the best-known"critids" and copies of 
them wound up in the possession of counsel for the late Clay Shaw. Shaw had been 
indicted by former New Orleans District attorney Jim Garrison, charged with 
conspiring to kill JFK. Shaw was acquitted.)
